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APPLICANT INITIATED INTERVIEW SUMMARY

Applicants' representative, Janet M. Skafar, thanks Supervisory Patent 
Examiner Jeffrey Gaffin and Examiner Farhan Syed for the telephonic Examiner's 
Interview on July 20, 2007. 

Claims 1,10 and 14 were discussed. Claim 1 was discussed with respect 
to the rejection under 35 USC § 102(e) using the Couch et al publication (U.S. Published 
Patent Application 2003/0126109 Al). Applicants generally discussed Claims 1,10 and 
14 and arguments in the amendment filed on July 17, 2007. No agreement was reached. 
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The rejection of Claim 14 under 35 USC § 101 was also discussed. In 
response to the Supervisory Patent Examiner's concerns regarding the term "carrier" in 
the specification and the term "storage" in Claim 14, Applicants will amend the 
specification to delete the term "carrier", and amend Claim 14 to delete the term 
"storage". The Supervisory Patent Examiner indicated his concern with respect to using 
the term "method" in an article of manufacture claim. Applicants will submit a 
supplemental amendment to amend Claim 14. 



The Supervisory Patent Examiner also indicated concerns about Claim 10 
with respect to claiming an apparatus comprising a computer. 



Applicants representative pointed out an inadvertent grammatical error on 
page 14, first full paragraph, second sentence, in the Amendment of July 17, 2007, This 
sentence should state The "MQSeries Primer" by Dieter Wackerow, on page 6, last full 
paragraph, which is cited on the IDS submitted on the same date as this amendment to 
this patent application teaches:". Applicants will correct this sentence in the 
supplemental amendment.
